LABOR 


The National Labor Relations Board 
on November 28 refused to accept juris- 
diction of labor disputes at race tracks. 
Though it has consistently followed this 
course of action since 1950, the deci- 
sion was the first of its kind under a 
new labor-reform law which specifically 
grants the board the right to exclude 
cases which have a minor effect on in- 
terstate commerce. Under the law state 
agencies will assume jurisdiction of 
cases rejected by the NLRB. 

The effect of the decision was to re- 
fuse to authorize collective bargaining 
elections involving 16 carpenters em- 
ployed by Hialeah Park and 140 mutuel 
clerks employed by Jefferson Downs.

They are Lou Kane. head of a 
collection agency; Lasswell.  ex- 
jockey: Dave Negri. bartender. and Don 
Hinton. another robbery convict. 

Two of the original 8 defendants. Rich- 
ard Gach, a jockey agent. and Don Wells. 
a trainer, testified for the prosecution. 
and were given immunity in this case. 
Otash and Potter may face prison terms 
of 2 years each, if Superior Court Judge 
Leroy Dawson refuses to grant the motion 
of their attorneys. Arthur Crowley and 
John Marshall. to set aside the verdicts 
and order new trials. 

Although he offered no defense at the 
month-long trial. Otash said. after the 
jury returned its verdict: “I am innocent 
of this and confident I will be vindicated.” 
Deputy Dist. Attys. James G. Kolts and 
John Howard. who prosecuted the case. 
said they believed the acquittal on the 
jockey-bribery charges resulted from their 
inability to obtain independent corrobora- 
tion of testimony of accomplices who had 
claimed Otash paid bribes to jockeys who 
rode 2 “fixed races” at Caliente. 

The trial produced touches of low 
humor. modern techniques which would 
have flabbergasted old-time race-riggers. 
and even something of romance. 

In a sketch of what he expected to 
prove. Kolts drew laughter from the 8 
women and 4 men jurors by a description 
of the reported horse-doping. 

Kolts said it was foggy the night some 
of the plotters scaled a fence at Santa 
Anita with intentions of administering a 
depressant to Wonder Boy’s opponents and 
a stimulant to Wonder Boy himself. There 
had been conflicting statements in  testi- 
mony. Kolts said, but it was possible that 
a comedy of errors resulted in Wonder 
Boy getting the depressant instead of the 
stimulant. 

Anyway, the selling plater ran 9th in 
an 11]-horse field. 
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The Week's Racing 


Gach. who had said he was one of those 
administering the drugs. testified that at 
Otash’s office after the Wonder Boy in- 
cident. he showed a blood-flecked bit to 
support his contention that Wonder Boy 
had been “pulled” by his rider. He added: 

“He (Otash) was there with several 
friends. and they were all shaking their 
heads. There was a pile of $100 mutuel 
win tickets in front of Otash. They totaled 
about $7.000 or $8.000. 

“One of his friends started to get rough 
with me. but Otash took my part when I 
told him IT had the bit with blood on it 
out in my car. He said he had seen the 
race and thought the jockey pulled the 
horse. 

“He said to me. ‘If this is the best you 
can do for me here. [ think I'd better go 
back to Agua Caliente. I'm going to sell 
the horse anyway.’ 

Gach previously had testified that he 
and a companion had purchased Wonder 
Boy for Otash from its owner for $2.500 
but had told the private detective that the 
price was $3.500 and had pocketed the 
difference. He also testified that Otash 
gave him the drugs which he administered 
to the horses. 

He gave Wonder Boy his shot in the 
stall the morning of the race. Gash said. 
and later watched the horse in the pad- 
dock. “I could see he was sweating a little 
bit and reacting to the stimulant.” Gach 
testified. 

Gach also testified he was worried by 
fluctuating odds on Wonder Boy, which 
opened at 50 to 1. plummeted to 8 to 5, and 
finally leveled off at 7 to 1. His descrip- 
tion of the race sounded familiar to horse 
players: 

“He made a great start.” said Gach. “but 
it seemed to me that the jockey stood up. 
Anyway. the horse ran out of gas after 
that.” 

Under questioning by Howard. Gach ad- 
mitted his trial testimony was “different” 
from that he had given the Los Angeles 
County Grand Jury. which heard him be- 
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fore he was granted immunity in this case. 

In his Grand Jury testimony, Gach 
claimed he had been barred from Santa 
Anita and other tracks because of a horse 
named *Caruso II. Gach said *Caruso II 
ran poorly at Santa Anita because of bad 
legs. and after shipping to Victorville. 
Calif... he ran under the name of Dick's 
Pride. 

At Victorville. Gach told the Grand 
Jury. the disguised *Caruso IL won his 
race by 35 lengths in track-record time. 
a form reversal which prompted turf offi- 
cials to start an investigation. 

Despite the immunity granted in the 
case just tried. Gach has plenty of troubles. 
He is awaiting sentence on a conviction 
of race-fixing at the Los Angeles County 
Fair Grounds at Pomona and is charged 
with threatening a woman witness in the 
case just heard. 

Wells testified that he knew Wonder 
Boy was purchased to be used in a doping 
plot and that he later permitted him to 
be drugged. but denied that he knew Otash 
had put up money for purchase of the 
horse. He said he never heard of Otash 
until a week after the March 4 race, and 
after learning of the true ownership said 
he wanted the horse “handled honestly.” 

Arthur Stone, 37. an ex-jockey now 
banned from riding. said that the first 
race the group sought to “insure” worked 
out very profitably. but the second back- 
fired when a “fixed” jockey was with- 
drawn at the last minute and one not in 
on the fix was substituted. 

Then. Stone testified. someone wanted 
to know if a walkie-talkie radio could be 
hidden in the jockeys’ ready room, with a 
receiver outside. This would enable the 
conspirators to learn immediately of any 
last-minute changes. But the scheme was 
abandoned as too difficult, he said. Stone 
said that among those taking part in the 
discussion were Otash. Gach. and Lass- 
well. 

Stone testified that in + attempts to 
fix races at Caliente, the group succeeded 
with Allied and Mankey but missed with 
War Sealy and Indian Miss. 

The bribes and pay-offs, usually amount- 
ing to about $1.400. were paid by him on 
the successful fixes. Stone said. He also 
corroborated some testimony previously 
given by Gach. 

Gach identified Otash the 
“money man” in the bribery operations. 
and said that he and Kenny Godkins. an- 
other ex-jockey. were intermediaries who 
worked between Otash and Stone. 

“Gach and Stone came to see me_ in 
San Diego sometime in January. and 
wanted to know if | could arrange to fix 
some races by paying from $100 to $200 
to other jockeys.” Stone testified. “I made 
some telephone calls to other riders. and 
then told Gach and Godkins that things 
could be arranged. 

“They came down again in a few days. 
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and we went over form charts and decided 
that Allied would be the best horse. God- 
kins or Gach later paid me $1.400 and I 
spread it around.” 

He gave similar testimony about dealings 
in other races. Payments were not made 
when War Sealy and Indian Miss lost. 

Romance reared its head when Mariellen 
Smith. 21. a shapely television actress. 
took the stand. She was described as the 
girl friend of Godkins. and her testimony 
appeared to bear this out. 

She told the jury she was present on 
January 31 when Otash gave Godkins a 
watch in the ex-jockey’s room at the 
Shelter Island Inn in San Diego, Calif. 
When Otash and several others had left 
the room. she added. Godkins unzipped a 
pillow case and showed her a stack of 
money topped by a $100 bill. 

Next day at the track. the pretty blonde 
testified, Otash said he was saving his 
money to bet on the 11th race. This is 


the race War Sealy lost. costing Otash a 
large sum, according to the prosecution. 
Gach said he understood Otash had won 
more than $18.000 when he bet on Allied 
and Mankey, but lost heavily on War 
Sealy and Indian Miss.

Sword Dancer, everybody’s Horse of the 
Year. Unlike last winter, he had shipped 
from New York with no complications. 

“We sent him down by van last year, 
and he went through some terribly hot 
weather in the Carolinas,” Burch recalled. 
“The van was something like 24 hours 
late. and he got in with a 105.2 fever. 

“The next day it was 103. Twenty-four 
hours later it was 100. There wasn’t any 
lung involvement, thank goodness, but it 
was enough to scare you. 

“If we'd had any idea how good this 
horse was. we'd probably have been terror 
stricken.” 

Jolley and Burch continued their con- 
versation, turning then to Sword Dan- 
cers dam, Highland Fling, which was 
sold at Keeneland for $80,000 to Mrs. 
Ellsworth Augustus. 

“Bull (Hancock) was going to bid on 
her.” Jolley said, “but when he saw those 
legs on her he backed off. P’'ve never seen 
a more crooked-legged horse.” 

Back at the barn, Dr. W. O. Reed came 
by to look at Oligarchy. He and Burch 
recalled Sword Dancer’s shipping troubles 
a year ago. 

“But he turned out the best,” Reed said. 


“Naturally.” Elliott grinned. “he was 
well-trained.” 
“Oh?.” said Reed. “I thought he was 


well-treated.” 

Burch is pointing Sword Dancer for the 
$160,000 Widener Handicap at Hialeah 
February 20. 

“Pm not saying for sure we'll run in 
it.” he said. “Anything can happen be- 
tween now and then. And I want to see 
what weight they put on him. 

“I’m not setting any kind of arbitrary 
figure. It depends a lot on what they put 
on the rest of the field. He’s carried every- 
thing they've asked him to so far. We'll 
just wait and see.” 

Burch admitted that Sword Dancer's 
head victory over Hillsdale in the Wood- 
ward Stakes was his most thrilling race, 
but he thought the colt’s efforts in the 
Travers and Jockey Club Gold Cup were 
even better. 

He said he should not have run Sword 
Dancer in the Brooklyn Handicap only a 
week after winning the Monmouth. 

“He should have 3 weeks between races, 
and I try to see that he gets it.” Elliott 
said. “But Shoe told us he’d had an easy 
race in the Monmouth. What we overlooked 
was that Sword Dancer gives everything 
he’s got every time he steps on a track. 
There’s no such thing as an easy race for 
him. 

“Heck no, | don’t blame Shoemaker for 
losing that race. The horse simply wasn’t 
at his best that afternoon.” 

Burch feels that premature moves cost 
Sword Dancer the few losses he sustained 
this year. 

“Toward the end of the summer the 
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riders realized this horse liked to be 
rated. That’s one reason he finished out 
his campaign so impressively.” 

Sword Dancer will be in light training 
for some time. He appeared in superb con- 


dition, playing and bucking after his 
morning gallop.

Burch hopes to get the veteran Oligarchy 
to the races soon, along with Big Effort. 
his 2 best aside from the 
champion. 

Big Effort bruised her foot at Keene- 
land, but is sound now. Oligrachy. which 
won the Widener for Burch 2 years ago. 
was hit in the eye with a clod in his last 
start at Laurel. 

“He's a tough luck horse—always some- 
thing happening to him.” Burch said of 
Oligrachy. “He was perfect that last race. 
race. right back to form. Then he got 
whacked in the eve. But I should have him 
ready soon.” 

Elliott has 4 2-year-olds who have not 
yet been to the races. He thinks highly of 
Plutochracy. a half-brother to Oligarchy. 

“He does things real well. like a good 
horse should. But you never know until 
they run.” ; 

Other 2-year-olds yet to start are a 
Sunglow colt named Gymnast. a Cosmic 
Bomb filly, Charter; a Never Say Die 
filly named Secret Plot. 

Brookmeade 2-year-olds which have 
been lightly raced are Sea Master, Sea 
Rover. World Ruler, Bagpipes. and the 
colt Burch thinks is the best in the stable 
—Phantom Gun (High Gun—Phantasy. 
by Physic Bid). 

“He’s laid up. on the farm.” Burch said. 
doubt that he'll come back before 
spring. He just might develop into a good 
one.”

MICHIGAN 
Ear to Ground 


Detroit. With his ear snugly against 
the ground. Michigan racing commission- 
er James H. Inglis used his “suggested” 
1960 dates as a sounding board and then 
decided that he liked what he heard. 

Neither the Detroit Race Course nor 
Hazel Park was wild about the 126-day 
Thoroughbred season which Inglis pro- 
posed for next year. The DRC, with a 
62-day meeting from May 20 through 
July 30. objected to the fact that it had 
fewer days than Hazel Park, which drew 
64, August 3-October 15. Both tracks were 
disappointed that they did not get the 
minimum season of 130 days. as urged by 
the Michigan legislature. 

Perhaps disheartened by year-after-year 
date wrangling. Thoroughbred officials. 
however. said that they would not press 
their complaints. Aside from a token state- 
ment or letter to the commissioner, they 
accepted Inglis’ decision with resignation. 
Whereupon, 12 hours before the legisla- 
ture-imposed deadline for the official an- 
nouncement of Thoroughbred dates. In- 
glis made his proposed dates formal. 

“The tracks don’t seem to be too un- 
happy about the 1960 dates.” the com- 
missioner commented. “so IT think we'll. let 
them stand.” 

Three of the state’s 4 harness associa- 
tions were not so willing to throw up their 
hands. One association. receiving 3 more 
nights of racing than in 1959, thought so 
little of Inglis’ decision that officials in- 
dicated they probably would not race the 
added dates. 

Still another group. embarking on a 
$2.000.000 improvement program, demand- 
ed more dates after persistent reductions 
in recent years. The other dissident could 
find no reason to accept a 4-day cutback. 

Inglis listened to the complaints. spoke 


privately with rival officials and came up 
with a revised schedule. 

Hazel Park Harness, the only track 
which did not complain, agreed to give 
up 2 nights. Northville Downs, rebuilding 
its plant. got 3 more dates; Wolverine 
sacrificed one night but got 2 more de- 
sirable dates than originally planned, and 
out-state Jackson Raceway was _ restored 
its 4 lost dates. 

Thoroughbred officials wondered if 
they hadn't made a mistake by giving up 
too easily. Yet, they had learned from ex- 
perience that they never got very far 
arguing with Inglis unless they went to 
court or carried their case to the legisla- 
ture. 

“You can't give the tracks what they 
want or theyll ask for the moon,” ob- 
served one of Inglis’ former aides. “Be- 
sides. they're doing all right now.” 


Promotion 


John C. Daniel. a comparative new- 
comer to the local racing scene. in 1960 
will take over as racing secretary for the 
Detroit Race Course and Hazel Park. 

Daniel made his bow on the Detroit 
circuit in 1959 as assistant to Robert Me- 
Auliffe. and he proved a popular addition 
with horsemen. Upon the promotion of 
McAuliffe to a steward’s post for next 
year. Daniel drew his new assignment. 

McAuliffe was the first man to handle 
the racing secretary’s job at both Detroit 
tracks. The experiment, a success in its 
first year, worked so well that the DRC 
and Hazel Park decided to continue it 
in the future. 

Daniel. a 43-year-old native of Preston- 
burg. Ky.. has been racing secretary at 
Sportsman’s Park in Chicago and assist- 
ant racing secretary at the Fair Grounds 
in New Orleans. 

For 15 years Daniel has served at many 
of the nation’s tracks. “I think that the 
only job I have missed is that of clerk of 
scales.” Daniel said. “Most of my experi- 
ence has come through my _ association 
with Larry Bogenschutz. I have been with 
him 9 years at the Fair Grounds and Haw- 
thorne Park.” 

In his first official action Daniel an- 
nounced that Pete Kosiba Jr.. a former 
trainer, would serve as a patrol judge on 
his staff. Kosiba, son of one of Michigan’s 
most prominent Thoroughbred breeders, 
worked with Daniel last season in the 
racing secretary's office.

Danny Shea 


Danny Shea Sr., 62-year-old Maryland 
breeder and trainer, died of a heart attack 
on the morning of December 15 at his 
Merryland Farm, Hyde, Md. 

Born in Quincy. Mass., and reared in 
Brookline. where his father operated a 
horse-drawn express business. Mr. Shea 
began riding at an early age and was 
exhibiting hunters and jumpers at the 
age of 14. At 16 he was managing show 
stables and was one of the country’s lead- 
ing riders of show jumpers. Each year 
from 1934 through 1936 he won the Madi- 
son Square Garden jumping champion- 
ship. 

In the fall of 1938 he bought 250-acre 
Merryland Farm, and improved it ex- 
tensively. 

Mr. Shea served overseas in World War 
I as a corporal in the veterinary corps. 
He was a captain with the Army Remount 
Service in World War II. 

He is survived by his wife and 3 sons, 
Danny Shea Jr. and Robert and William

A Better Harvest 


The Thoroughbred Racing Associations 
on Thursday. December 10. in New Or- 
leans. concluded a 4-day convention which 
was one of its most productive in recent 
years. Although the format was roughly 
the same as last year’s—speeches by rep- 
resentatives of Turf organizations and 
open panel discussions by delegates—the 
meeting was made more useful by a rather 
plentiful harvest of suggestions for im- 
provement of the sport. 

At meeting’s end it was decided to hold 
the 1960 convention in New York City. 
and all officers and directors 
elected: John G. Cella. president; Donald 
P. Ross. vice president: James E. Dooley. 
secretary: John A. Morris. treasurer; and 
Spencer Drayton, executive secretary. 

The membership, after listening to an 
open discussion of the advisability of in- 
creasing the minimum cost of a_ pari- 
mutuel ticket, unanimously approved the 
following statement: “In spite of the in- 
creased cost of handling the $2. pari-mu- 
tuel ticket, it was today the unanimous 
decision of the 49 TRA tracks in conven- 
tion at New Orleans that the minimum 
wager would remain at $2.”

School for Jockeys 


The Jockey Club. through its spokes- 
man, Gerard S. Smith. offered to organize 
in New York a school for jockeys. 

“We will train them from the ground 
up, and, as an interested party. see to 
their welfare. Blackboard drill, stable op- 
eration, grooming. walking hots. riding 
exercise ponies, learning rules of racing. 
studying film patrol movies, first-hand 
observation of the duties of stewards. 
placing judges, patrol judges. and _start- 
ers will be a part of their education, Good 
advice will be given on contractual and 
other matters pertaining to their success. 
with emphasis on the snare and delusion 
of the ‘fast buck.’ Misfits. troublemakers. 
and rule-breakers will be promptly drop- 
ped. 

“We will ask the co-operation of trainers 
to let these boys. when proven able. gallop 
and breeze horses. We know the masters 
of the saddle will take an interest in them. 
explain skills to them, and encourage them 
to persist.” 

Smith noted that this year had produced 
“more than the usual number of unpleas- 
ant instances, where owners claimed that 
jockeys or their agents broke commit- 
ments, even in stakes at the last minute.

Smith said that the main causes of con- 
fusion were the impression that there were 
only a few top riders and the failure to 
develop new ones. 

“Neither the helicopter in the infield. 
nor the jet plane nearby can cure this 
condition—a condition by the way not as 
bad as many headlines lead us to believe. 
for there are dozens of unsung but highly 
able boys riding now and an untapped 
wealth of material.” 

Smith asked that the 49 TRA tracks 
“spread the word” that The Jockey Club 
was interested in developing jockeys. 


Research Needed 


The American Association of Equine 
Practitioners was represented by its pres- 
ident. Gen. Wayne O. Kester, who de- 
plored a lack of equine research and pro- 
posed that all associated 
with racing co-operate in the establishment 
of a National Institute of Equine Research. 
which would be a “fountainhead of infor- 
mation, a seat of knowledge. and a place 
to co-ordinate and to conduct all manner 
of research pertaining to the horse.” 

“This is not a pipe dream.” Kester said. 
“It is a relatively easy and practical ap- 
proach, especially if the institute were lo- 
cated adjacent to one of our modern vet- 
erinary colleges where full advantage could 
be taken of a university scientific staff 
and facilities.” 

Kester suggested that each organization 
associated with the sport appoint a “stand- 


organizations 


ing committee on research” in order to 
determine its “capability and area of in- 
terest.” 

“A national committee to guide this 
effort could) be constituted from these 
standing committees,” he said, and_ this 
would have the “wholehearted” support of 
the American Association of Equine Prac- 
titioners. 

Kester acknowledged that the Grayson 
Foundation and the American Veterinary 
Medical Association had made noteworthy 
contributions to equine research, but he 
said. “Comparatively speaking, by any 
standard of measurement, nothing has been 
done in equine research, nor will there be. 
until horsemen and horse interests band 
together and get it done.” 


SNARO Seeks Security 


A suggestion that the TRA appoint a 
committee to discuss a pension plan and 
life insurance program for racing officials 
was made by Edward T. Dooley. president 
of the Society of North American Racing 
Officials. 

Dooley noted that the southern Cali- 
fornia tracks already had met with SNARO 
representatives and had “worked out a 
pension plan, a life insurance plan, and 
made salary adjustments.” and he ques- 
tioned whether these tracks were the only 
ones interested in efficient officiating. 

“In most Dooley said, “track 
management won't even take the time to 
listen to our requests. | know California 
tracks would not have approved any such 
plan unless they thought it was needed. 

.. It is unfair for other managements 
not to at least consider our requests.

Racing Chemistry 


Walter H. Donovan. speaking for the 
Racing Chemistry Research Fund. said 
that research was being conducted in 3 
areas. Dr. E. Long Way and Dr. Einar 
Brockman-Hanson. of the University of 
California. are working on the detection 
of apomorphine; Dr. Gerald Cohen. of 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons. 
Columbia University. on detection of ad- 
ministered adrenalin; and Dr. Seymour 
Lieberman. of the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons. on detection of synthetic 
steriod hormones. 

Donovan said that the apomorphine pro- 
ject had produced a method for detection 
and that this information now was in the 
hands of the official racing chemists. Re- 
search continues. however. in order to de- 
termine “the proportion of an administered 
dose not now recoverable.” 

Dr. Cohen has been able to separate 
adrenalin from urine samples. but the 
problem now is to determine how much 
adrenalin normally is present in the urine 
of a race horse. 

Dr. Lieberman’s project was the last to 
get under way. Donovan said. Dr. Lieber- 
man must determine the identity and 
amounts of steroid hormones normally in 
urine. and he must develop a method 
whereby laboratories can routinely detect 
an excess of these hormones in the urine 
of race horses. 

The Fund has appropriated $41.500 for 
the 3. projects—$15.000 for the apomor- 
phine study. $6.000 for the adrenalin work. 
and $20.500 for research in the hormones. 


Business and Butazolidin 


Michigan’s frank-speaking James H. 
Inglis. president of the National Associa- 
tion of State Racing Commissioners. was 
proud of the sport’s growth, but he read 
a few “danger signals.” He was perturbed 
because wagering was increasing faster 
than attendance. because harness racing 
since 1950 has grown faster than Thor- 
oughbred racing. and because of a “short- 
age of sound, healthy horses.” 

“It seems to me that racing needs not 
only more customers, but many more new 
customers,” he said. 

The shortage of sound. healthy horses

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racing might have to be reduced. When 
the shortage of horses becomes most se- 
vere racing secretaries are forced to write 
races for the worst horses on the grounds. 
Otherwise races won't fill.” 

He said that the seriousness of the un- 
soundness problem was illustrated when a 
trainers’ organization asked the NASRC to 
legalize the use of a pain-killing drug 
called butazolidin, basing the request on 
the fact that. unless this was done. trainers 
of unsound horses would be forced to 
abandon racing as a career. 

“It seems to me that the use of pain- 
killing drugs and medicaments to keep 
sore-legged horses in action for the busi- 
ness purposes of trainers and to help 
racing secretaries fill programs tends to 
underscore the commercial aspects of 
racing to the detriment of racing as a 
sport.” Inglis said. 


TRPB Activities 


Spencer Drayton, executive secretary of 
the Thoroughbred Racing Associations and 
president of the Thoroughbred Racing Pro- 
tective Bureau, said that investigations con- 
ducted under his direction had increased 
42 per cent and that the number of horses 
tattooed had increased 16 per cent in the 
last 14 years. In 1959, 2,097 investigations 
were conducted by the TRPB. resulting in 
160 suspensions and 40 rejected applica- 
tions for licenses. Many allegedly fixed 
races were investigated, and most were 
found to be without basis of fact. but 
prompt handling forestalled the rapid 
growth of unfounded rumors. which could 
have developed into scandals. he said. 

During 1959, 11.662 fingerprints were 
taken (a 12 per cent increase over 1958). 
and it was Drayton’s opinion that this was 
the best safeguard against employment of 
persons with extensive criminal records. 

A total of 8,039 horses were lip-tattooed 
(an increase of 8 per cent over 1958). 
making a total of 82,765 which have been 
tattooed since the program was instituted 
in 1947. Drayton said that there had never 
been a tattooed horse involved in a ringer 
case. 

The TRPB supervised the security and 
police forces of 35 of the 43 member tracks 
during the year, and submitted reports for 
various tracks on fire prevention methods. 
stable security, admission frauds. parking 
thefts, mutuel ticket counterfeits. and 
hackstretch conditions. 


Automation 


Oscar Levy, vice president of the Amer- 
ican Totalisator Company, said that his 
company had developed an automatic. 
customer-operated, ticket-selling machine 
which provided an answer to steadily rising 
labor costs. 

The machines, first developed to sell $5 
tickets, are being adapted to the sale of 
$2 tickets. he said. 

Five-dollar automatic selling machines 
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were field-tested at Pimlico. Waterford 
Park. and the Detroit Race Course, and 
no difficulties were found in training the 
public in the use of the machines, he said. 
Three of the $5 machines will be in regular 
service at the forthcoming Santa Anita 
meeting. 

Levy added that his company had suc- 
cessfully completed its first full year of 
regular operation of electronic price com- 
puters at Belmont. Jamaica. Saratoga. and 
Aqueduct. These machines produced the 
complete set of prices for all tickets (win. 
place. show. and combination). together 
with the 
proof of calculations.

A. HEADLEY 


Argument for Variety 


Duval A. Headley. president) of the 
Thoroughbred Club of America. asked that 
race tracks provide a more varied daily 
program. with emphasis on creating more 
opportunities for “allowance” horses and 
more “distance” racing. 

He said that racing had become “dull 
and monotonous” to many people. 

Headley said that in his survey of major 
tracks for the first 3 months of 1959 there 
were 2.535 races. and 124, or 4.9 per cent. 
were for 3-vear-olds and older horses not 
entered to be claimed. In the first 6 
months, there were 7.108 races. of which 
5.1 per cent were for horses in this cate- 
gory. In 9 months 5.2 per cent were for 
these horses. In the last 3 months of 1958 
(the figures for 1959 could not be de- 
termined because chart books were un- 
available and racing was incomplete). 
there were 15.390 races. and the percent- 
age was 5.1. 

Said Headley of longer races: “There 
are so many horses by fabulous stallions 
out of great producing female families. 
bred to race a distance . . . and there is 
no place for them to run. From the point 


of view of the breeders who supply the 
talent for your shows, it is urgent that 
you provide a more balanced program. 
with a fair proportion of races for runners. 
male and female. capable of good perform- 
ances at distances greater than a mile 
and an eighth. These horses which can do 
well at a mile and a half or 2 miles are 
essential for maintaining a breed with 
enough stamina for a mile and an eighth. 

“There are many ingredients in the 
pedigree of a good race horse, and a dash 
of staying ancestry is one of the most 
important. even in a country where most 
of the races are at distances of less than a 
mile. For many years we have been im- 
porting stamina from countries with racing 
programs carefully designed to discover 
both speed and staying ability. Isn't it 
about time for us to consider an attempt 
to establish a similar continuity between 
racing and breeding in our own country. 
and at the same time to provide programs 
of greater interest to the racing fan?” 

Headley noted that critics of distance 
racing have maintained that longer races 
did not fill. but he thought that “if tracks 
would get together and provide programs 
of races at a distance [for good allowance 
horses | the owners and trainers would be 
delighted to accommodate them in their en- 
deavor.” 

He conceded that horses wintered in 
temperate zones might not be ready to 
undertake racing early in the year. but he 
suggested that tracks could co-operate in 
providing longer races as the season went 
on—‘“and by fall there would be racing 
at a mile and one-half and even further.” 

Headley said that tracks also should 
provide longer races for maidens, 3-year- 
olds and upward. He found ?n his survey 
of 15.390 races that there was only one 
race in this category at a mile and an 
eighth. that there were only .6 per cent 
from a mile to a mile and an eighth. 

For 3-year-olds and older horses in the 
“allowance” class, only 4.1 per cent of 
the total races were from a mile to 11% 
miles. and for allowance horses at 11% 
miles or more only .5 per cent of the races 
were available to them. 

Headley’s conclusion: 

“To many people racing has become 
both a dull and monotonous spectacle 
when most of the races start from the 
three-quarter chute. On most race courses 
the six-furlong-pole is placed on the turn. 
and the three-quarter chute was designed 
and installed to make a better, safer start 
at that distance, as was the mile chute 
and the mile and one-quarter chute, etc. 
Wouldn't it be better to utilize these other 
chutes and other facilities of our magnif- 
icent racing plants to a better advantage 
for a more attractive sport, the develop- 
ment of better horses and more business 
income for our various associations, with 
more pleasure for the patrons?”
